head, Jock was third. L. McAtee 
rode the winner, who covered the 
grueling route of a mile and a 
quarter in 2:06, good time consid- 


ering the condition of the track. 

Whiskery, with his stable mate, 
Bostonian, went to the post a pro- 
nounced favorite, and the victory 
was received with riotous approval 
by an enormous Derby crowd esti- 
mated at from 60,000 to 75,000 
persons. The winner pald $6.80 
for a $2 ticket. It was a thrill- 
ing race, 

When the barrier was sprung, 
| Jock, holding the post position, 
broke in front of the large field 
and, under the urging of Jockey 
C. Lang, soon opened daylight be- 
tween himself and the pack. As 
the horses came past the grand 
stand, their hoofs beating a thun- 
, dering tattoo on the yellow turf, 
Jock was flying ahead setting a 
heart-breakitng pace, as ia shown 
by the time for the mile, which 
was run tn 1:38 4-5. 

Sande Goes After the Leader.

Brandeis’ Classic Exposition 


of Prudent Investment Theory 

The classic exposition of the prudeut-is 
vestment theory is that by Justice Brandeis 
of the Supreme Court in his famous separ- 
ate opinion itn the Southwestern Bell case 
of 1923. The public utility corporation is 
here shown to be (as, indeed, it is shown 
to be in Smyth vs. Ames) a servant of the 
public—a “servant performing a task which 
otherwise the public would perform for it- 
self. What the investor devotes to the pub- 
lic use, says Justice Brandeis, is not specifie 
property, tangible or intangible, bu. the 
‘capital embarked in the enterprise.” 

“The investor agrees, by embarking capie¢ 
tal in a utility, that its charges to the pub- 
lic shall be reasonable. His company is the 
substitute for the State in the performance 
of a public service; thus becoming a pub- 
lic servant. The compensation which the 
Constitution guarantees an opportunity to 
earn is the reasonable cost of conducting 
the business. 

“Cost includes not only operating e¢x- 
Capital 
charges cover the allowance, by way of in- 
terest, for the use of the capital, whatever 
the nature of the security Issued therefor; 
the allowance for risk incurred; and enough 
more to attract capital. The reasonable 
rate to be prescribed by a commission may 
allow an efficientiy managed utility much 
more. But a rate is constitutionally com- 
pensatory if it allows to the utility the op- 
portunity to earn the cost of the service as 
thus defined.” 

The Brandeis opinion should be read in 
full by anyone seeking an understanding of 
the valuation problem. Note that under this 
conception of rate-making, the utility Is a!- 
lowed to earn a rate sufficient to attract 
new capital, and that this rate may be fixed 
ata point which will permit extra compensa- 
tion for efficiency of management.

By day he was Dr. Jeky!i—a suave. 
polished, charming man of the world, 
who had one of the beat practices on 
the Riviera. including many American 
visitors. 

At night he was Mr. Hvde—a rake, 
profligate, a drug fiend and unscrupu- 
lous degenerate, who frequented § the 
most notorious dives and optum dens 
on the Marseilies waterfront and con- 
sorted with the scum of the sea . 


After two years of this atrange 
double life he finally made a «grave 


error by hiding the body of hia victim 


or of one of his victims. in a cunning- 
ly concealed cupboard in hits operating 
room, and as the result of this he has 
just been sentenced to  prison-——or. 
rather. to the horrible penai colony 
in French Guinea—for life. after one 
of the most sensational trials ever held 
in France 

A man named Jacques Rumebe, the 
chief pay clerk of a china factory at 
Marseilles. mysteriously disappeared 
on Saturday, March 14, 1925
